' Jacob Ginsberg, who manufacturers
women's dresses on the sixth floor ot
the loft building- - at HO TVestr Twenty-secon- d

street, was convicted yesterday
In tho Court of Special Sessions on the
charge of maintaining a nuisance by
having a ten Inch burglar alarm gong
attached to the outside wall of the
building. Eight residents of the neigh-

borhood, Including a night watchman
at a riearby garage, who complained
bitterly that the noise kept him awake.
testified that the gong would ring ly

anywhere from two to twenty-IbU- r

hours, and that nobody was ever
able to find a burglar about.

Ginsberg's conviction is the first that
District Attorney Swann has obtained
in a case of this sort It will be re-

called that some time ago Sheriff David
Knott, who owns two or three hotels In

the vicinity, called the attention of the
District Attorney to the fact that the
burglar alarms were ringing so often
and making such an Infernal racket
that they disturbed the righteous slum-
bers of his guests.

Other residents ot the district. Includ-
ing the night watchman, wrote letters
to Mr. Swann protesting against the
burglar alarms, the night watchmen de-

claring that until the burglar alarms
Mere put In the burglars that came
around never bothered him a bit, but
that since then the gongs rang so much
he got no sleep whatever while he was
on duty.

When the police also notified Mr.
Pwann that they considered a burglar
nlarm gong a nuisance, as it involved
sometimes a walk up six or .seven flights
ot stairs In chase of a burglar who
would be gone when they got therek the
District Attorney notified the firms own-
ing gongs that unless they had them
removed they would have to suffer the
consequences. The officials of the vari-
ous concerns did not believe there would
be nny consequences, so they said cheer-
fully that they would suffer them.

The police, at the time Mr. Swann be-

gan his crusade, were particularly bit-
ter against the gongs, and in their be-

half tho District Attorney asked cut-
tingly If the people who had the gongs
thought the police had nothing better
to do than to run around closing win-
dows that burglars had left open.

The court deferred sentence in the
csc ot Ginsberg, who thanked the court
and then made the District Attorney a
present of the gong.

"You take it," he said.. "I had an
Idea when I Installed It that I might get
a burglar, but all I got was arrested."

Mr. Swann said yesterday that he
would use Ginsberg's gift as evidence
against the others who havo been Indict-
ed by the Grand Jury on similar charges.
One of these Is Simon B. Hess, president
of the Metropolitan Electrical Protective
ComDany ot 130 West Twenty-sixt- h

street. Mr. Swann says that Mr. Hess
has installed 600 of these burglar alarm
gongs, mostly on loft buildings, and that
ho gets 3 a month lor making them
ring at ungodly hours.

The District Attorney declared that.lt
dldn't ta"ke a burglar to ring Mr. Hess's
gongs they ring at the slightest move-
ment and nftpntlmes for no reason at
all. And when they once start ringing
they never quit unless some one climbs
the stairs and turns them off.

"The theory upon which these gongs
aro based Is all wrong," said Mr.
Swann. "Noise alone may attract a cot)
occasionally, but It will never chase a
burglar away. It wouldn't be so bad If
the gongs rang only when the window
was opened by a burglar, but they ring
any old tlmo and all the time."

PATERSON STRIKERS
WIN AND GO BACK

Silk Workers Granted a 44
Hour Week at Once.

The strike In the Faterson silk mills
was settled yesterday when 6,000 opera
tives who have been out since August 4,
demanding that a forty-fo- hour work
wtck be Introduced at once Instead of
October 10, as was agreed upon, went
dsck lo worn again. Ail oi me manuiac
turers have agreed to its Immediate adop
tlon. Four thousand striking operatives
already had carried their point and gone
back to Their Jobs when the final settle-
ment came yesterday. The forty-fo-

hour week also will apply to the 20,000
loyal workers who did not join the strike
and who are members of the United Tex.
tile Workers, which is amllated with the
American Federation of Labor.

Four thousand dyers and helpers in
the dyeing plants are still out. The
mill owners assert that a forty-fo- hour
week Is Impracticable and say that cer-
tain processes require work for ten or
eleven hours at a stretch. They de-

clared yesterday that they would not
submit to the demands made by the
strikers, who are charged with being
affiliated with the I. W. W. and other
radical organisations.

OAS STRIKE CLAIMS CONFLICT.

'They Say 1,200 Men Are Out, Com-
pany Says 400.

Officials of the striking workmen ot
the Brooklyn Union Gas Company said
last night that they now had on' strike
1,200 pipe fitters, gas fitters. Jobbers,
drivers and helpers and that they ex-
pected the bookkeepers to Join their
ranks. They also said that if the com-
pany did. not make concessions to them
they would call out the gas makers, but
would only do that as a last resort, be-

cause they had the Interests of the dear
publto at heart.

Tho company' officials say that this Is
all untrue. Not more than 460 men have
Called to report for work, it was said
at the offices of the company, and of
these 400 are pipe fitters. It was also
said by the company there Is no sign
of a strike on the part ot the gas makers
or firemen.

Aerial League.

A transcontnental Air Derby from
New York to ffan Francisco, with prise
of (20,000 for tho winner. Is to be held

The event Is to be open to machines
of all nations and prises totalling 1100,-00- 0

Indicating participation In as many
major engagements, the first, returning
units of the Third Division reached port

The total of 2,662 military passengers
who returned on the former North Ger
man Lloyd liner ts scarcely half her ca
pacity, and the officers aboard said the
harbor of Brest was filled with vessels
waiting the arrival ot homeward bound
troops. The Agamemnon will make sev
eral more voyages to the French port as
part of a fleet of transports which will
maintain a regular weekly service until
the last American soldier has been landed
in the United States.

WOULD HAVE U. S.
PUNISH LYNCHERS

Runyon Advocates Wider
Federal Jurisdiction.

The extension of Federal Jurisdiction
to crimes of lynch law was advocated by
Gov. Runyon, candidate for the Repub
llcan nomination for Governor, at a meet'
Ing of the New Jersey State Federation
of Colored Organizations In East Orange
last night He said that the conduct of
negroes during the war entitled them to
the protection of the Government In
States where lynching is tolerated,

"The time has come when we must
face conditions honestly and fearlessly,"
he said. "We must realize the truth
that all men a,re born free and equal be-
fore the law and that America cannot
play favorites among her citizens. The
white race and the black race were In-

tended evidently to work out separate
destinies, but In matters of human rights
our times demand Justice for all races.

"I am In favor of having all appoint-
ments to office made with reference to
merit, irrespective of race. The public
service should krjow but one standard,
and the man best fitted or the Job
should have It"

Simmons Escapes.

Harry Simmons, who was sent to Sing

Only 81 Out of 1,901 in Five
Cities to Quit Oct. 1.

Ai.bant, Aug. IS. Only eighty-on- e

liquor license holders out of 1,901 In five
cities. Albany, Schenectady,

Buffalo. Rochester and Syracuse, are go-
ing out of business when their present
licenses expire October 1, according to
officials of the State Excise Department,

The other 1,820 have applied for li
censes under the special law enacted at
the lost session of the Legislature pro
viding for their issuance from October 1

to January 31, 1920. This does not mean,
however, that they will be allowed to
sell liquor after January 1G, when the
Federal prohibition amendment takes ef-

fect, as they have to pay a month's
license In order to sell for any part of
a month.

Under the law the licenses In Buffalo
and S mouse go from 81,300 to (1,400
this year.

LAWS ON MIGRATORY
BIRDS ARE CHANGED

Amendment ' Prevents Eva
sions Made by Some Hunters.

Recent amendments to the regulations
for enforcing the migratory bird treaty
act prohibit the shooting of migratory
birds from boats or any floating device
towed by sailboats or motorboats. This
change In the law has been made In
order to check the activities of sportsmen
who. by the use of towed floating devices,
have evaded previous requirements which
forbade the shooting ot migratory birds
from boats or any floating device towed
by sailboats or motorboats.

In addition, the open season for shoot-
ing doves has been changed In South
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Alabama
from the period between September 16
end December 31 to the period between
October 16 and January 31, both Inclu-
sive. Furthermore, an open season for
shooting doves covering od from
December 1 to December 16 inclusive has
been established In Ohio, Indiana, Ar-
kansas, Kansas, Utah and Nebraska,

However, in some of these latter
States the local sportsmen will not be
able to derive the benefits of this Fed- -
eral open season, due to the fact that
State laws which are operative In their
respective territories prqlblt the kill-
ing of mourning doves during a part or
all ot the Federal open season. For ex-
ample, the Federal law makes the dove-shooti-

season In Colorado open Sep-
tember 1 and terminate December 16,
while the 'State law prohibits the shoot-
ing of doves from September 2 to
August 14 Inclusive. As a consequence
the only time In which sportsmen oan
legally shoot doves In Colorado without
violating either Federal or Stat laws
Is the single day September 1.
